CAVATINAS 5, 14. and 16, claiming to be official representatives of CAVATINA 6, 
expressed the opinion that sweeping changes should be made within the CAVATINA 
organization and that the "new opposition" is now in a position to make these 
changes* CASSOWARY 3 was initially very encouraged by the sincerity and 
apparent good will of the CAVATINA representatives however, after the second 

meeting, became more skeptical of the "new Opposition* sf chances for success* 

After four years of concerted attacks against the CASSOWARIES, it may be
